Pauling Hopes World Scientists 
Will Join Appeal | on H-Tests

“T should like to see the sig- 
natures of thousands of Rus- 
sian scientists, of British and 
French scientists, of scientists 
of all the countries of the world, 
to this appeal,” he said in an 
interview. 

Pauling, 56 years old, is a 


biochemist. 

He announced last week that 
2000 American scientists signed 
a stop-the-tests appeal that he 
wrote. It said radioactive ele- 
ments, put in the air by the 
explosions already are damag- 
ing human health all over the 
world. It added: “As scientists 
we have knowledge of the dan- 
gers involved and therefore a 
special responsibility to make 


it imperative that immediate 
action be taken to effect an in- 
ternational agreement to stop 
the testing of all nuclear 
weapons.” 

Leaving for France. 
Pauling said he is now con- 
support of. scientists every- 
He leaves tomorrow for a lec- 
ture tour in France. 

“IT have made a vow that 
henceforth in every lecture or 
address that I give, no matter 
on what subject, I shall men- 
tion peace in the world,” he 
said.

Leukemia Deaths. 

This is what he says on these 
points: 

“It is my estimate that the 
bomb tests are causing now 1000 
additional deaths by leukemia 
(a blood disease) each year, and 
even more by bone cancer.” 
The estimate, Pauling said, is 
based on a report on leukemia 
by Dr. E. D. Lewis, professor 
of biology at the California In- 
stitute of Technology, and on 
Atomic Energy Commission re- 
ports on fallout. 

“Il am convinced that there 
will be born in future genera- 
tions hundreds of thousands of 
feeble-minded children, with se- 
rious physical defects because 
of the tests that already have 
been made,” Pauling said. 

He said he does not believe 
there is “any significant dis- 
agreement” among scientists 
about the question of fallout 
damage. 

Calls Self Humanitarian. 

He described himself as a hu- 
manitarian. 

Pauling declined to comment 
on President Eisenhower's 
statement at a press conference 
that there seems to be an or- 
ganization behind the opposition 
of many scienti to nuclear 
weapon testing. 

But he did comment on a 
statement in the Soviet news- 
paper, Pravda— “Behind Paul- 
ing stands no subversive organ- 
ization.” 

Pauling snorted, “How does 
Pravda know?” He said the So- 
viets had previously criticized 
him as an “idealistic representa- 
tive of the capitalist West.”

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MISUSE OF $25,000 
CHARGED IN UNION 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP). 
—Two rivals for the p 
of the Communications Workers 
Union have swaped charges of 
“falsehood” and “gutter poli- 
tics” in a dispute over hand- 
ling of a $25,000 strike fund. 

One of them has asked the 
AFL-CIO Ethical Practices 
Committee to take a hand in the 
matter. 


The rivals are union presi- 
dent Joseph A. Beirne and A. T. 
Jones, a vice president who is 
seeking to oust Beirne in an 
election to be held at the un- 
ion’s convention in Kansas City 
starting next Monday. 

The row came into the open 
yesterday when Jones made 
public a letter to AFL-CIO 
President George Meany asking 
that the ethical practices group 
investigate at once what Jones 
said was Beirne’s accusation 
that he had misappropriated the 
$25,000. Jones called this a 
“malicious and slanderous false- 
hood.” 


Beirne denied he had made 
such an accusation and he 
charged Jones with indulging in 
“gutter politics.” 

Involved in the dispute is 
$25,000 which Beirne said was 


strike against the Southern 
Bell Telephone Co. in 1955. 
Beirne described this as a 
“legitimate loan” and said it 
had been repaid in full within 
the last two months. 

Jones wrote Meany that 
Beirne last Friday told two Dis- 
trict of Columbia officers of the 
union that “substantial sums of 
money for which no proper ac- 
counting has ever been made 
had been turned over to me.”

proposed a test of Russian in- 
tentions by offering neutraliza- 
tion of Norway, if that country 


agrees, in return for removal 


of Russian troops from Hun- 


gary. Noting that the govern- 


ment of Janos Kadar was in- 
stalled after Russian troops 


| broke up a revolution in Hun- 


gary last fall, Knowland added: 

“I do not think the Kadar 
government of Hungary would 
last a day or a week if Soviet 
troops were withdrawn.” And 


ihe said the test offer, if Rus- 


sia accepted, would “let the 
people of the world see if they 
(the Hungarians) would vote 
for Communism.” 
Letter to Dulles. 

Knowland said he had sug- 
gested such a test by letter to 
Secretary of State John Foster 


Dulles, but had received no re- 


ply. 

The «Senator said he found 
“constructive and interesting” 
a proposal made by Senator 
Lyndon Johnson (Dem.) Texas, 
for an American spokesman to 


_appear on television before the 


Russian people. He said if the 


United States agreed to such a 
_program the nation should be 


assured that the program would 
be conducted on a fair basis. 
Questioned about disarma- 
ment, Knowland said it “would 
be a serious mistake to accept 
the Soviets’ word without effec- 
tive guarantees.” He expressed 


doubt that Russia would agree 


to any effective system of 


| inspection. 


But four panelists on a spe- 
cial CBS-TV program, “Com- 
ment on Khrushchev,” agreed 
that Khrushechev's statements 
last week indicated the Rus- 
sians are more interested than 
before in disarmament. They 
said, however, that many of the 
statements were contradictory 
and not straightforward. 

Drummond's View. 

Roscoe Drummond, Washing- 


'ton columnist for the New York 


Herald Tribune, said he thought 


“the Soviet Union has decided 


it wants to negotiate seriously 
and constructively about dis- 
| armament.” 

Harrison Salisbury, New York 
Times correspondent formerly 
assigned to Moscow, said the 
Russians have “arrived at a 
point where they would like to 
achieve some sort of under- 
standing.” 

Adm. Alan G. Kirk, former 
United States ambassador to 
Moscow, said he found the Rus- 
sians party boss’ statements “a 
glimmer of a thread that they 
really do want to arrive at 
some workable solution of the 
problem.” 

But the fourth panelist, Dr. 
Philip Mosely, said that while 
the Russians are “pushing talk 
about disarmament,” the United 
States “must press all the time 
for real inspection.” Mosely is 
director of studies for the 
Council on Foreign relations 
and former director of Colum- 
bia University’s Russian Insti- 
tute. 

Suppression Related. 

Parts of the Krushchev in- 
terview were repeated. One ex- 
cerpt was preceded by the an- 
nouncement by Dr. Lyman 
Bryson, moderator, that it had 
been suppressed when the film 
was shown in Russia and China. 

It involved a question to the 
Soviet leader about a recently 
expressed theory of Chinese 
leader Mao Tse-tung that in a 
communist society there can be 
“conflicts” or contradictions 
from time to time between the 
leaders and the people. 

shchev had replied that 
different countries pass through 
different stages. When pressed 
he had said that in Russia “we 
believe that we have no con- 
tradictions of that nature.” 

Salisbury said Khrushchev's 
| denial that such conflicts occur 
in Russia “exposed , , , the dif- 


ference of opinion between 
China and Moscow.”

Chapman answered a series 
of preliminary questions, but 
when asked about the alleged 
sharing in the right-of-way pro- 
fits by himself and other high 
Carpenters Union officials, he 
took the Fifth Amendment. 

Chapman told Chairman Al- 
bert Gore (Dem.), Tennessee, of 
a Senate roads subcommittee 
investigating the Indiana high- 
way scandals further answers 
might tend to “incriminate me.” 

A former Indiana Highway 
Department official testified 
earlier today that special treat- 
ment was ordered for right-of- 
way purchases from a Carpen- 
ters union vice president. 

Order From Chief Buyer. 

Louis B. Smith, who headed 
the department’s Gary office, 
said that the order came from 
William Doggett, former chief 
land buyer of the department. 
Doggett has been indicted in 
connection with another aspect 
of the Indiana highway land 
scandal. 

Smith told the subcommittee 
that Doggett telephoned Smith's

Checks from that account, 
said Gore, were written ‘to 
Hutcheson, Chapman, Blaier 
and two former highway offi- 
cials now under indictment in 
connection with the Indiana 
land scandal. 

Gore also said evidence indi- 
cates a profit “exceeding $80,- 
000” was realized from sale of 
this right-of-way land near Gary 
and Richmond, Ind.

WASHINGTON, June 10 (UP) 
—Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles said today the 
United States will never disarm 
“merely because of Soviet 
promises” to behave. He said 
it would be “folly” for this na- 
tion. to do. that. 

He said, however, that the 
United States is “actively seek- 
ing, through United Nations 
procedures, ways whereby ar- 
maments can be Safely re- 
duced.” 

Dulles made the statement 
before the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee in defense of 
President Eisenhower's foreign 


aid budget. He said the aid 
funds are needed to bolster 
United States allies around the 
tie 

omm . 

The task of wohld disarma- 
ment, Dulles said, “is immensely 
complicated by the fact that it 
is not safe for us to alter and 


weaken the military dispositions | ¢ ,ccountine 
COMPT 


which protect us merely be- 
cause of Soviet promises. There 
must be dependable supervi- 
sion and ocntrol of all promises 
and procedures to assure that 
we may not be victimized by 
promsies that are illusory.’ 


Constant Propaganda. 


Dulles told the committee 
that Russian leaders have con- 
stantly propagandized the world 
about peace an ddisarmament. 

“But we do not yet know 
whether they are in fact willing 
to accept the safeguards and 
procedures which will make dis- 
armament safe for the free na- 
tions and make it prudent to 
base peace more on disarma- 
ment and less on deterent and 
defensive strength and 
sion.” 

He said the United States 
can never forget that interna- 
tional Communism has seized 
by force or the threat of force 
nearly 20 nations with popula- 
tions of about 900,000,000 peo- 
ple. He said these nations were 
seized before creation of the 
free world’s mutual security 
and defense system. 

He said Russia’s record 
“shows what folly it would be 
for us to agree to dismantle our 
common defense system in re- 
liance on unsupervised Soviet 
promises. 

“It would be aqual folly to 
dismantle that system by our 
own action and ourselves wreck 
or weaken the collective de- 
fenses which provide a proved 
deterrent against aggression at 
the least cost.” 


Unity Is Cheaper. 


In defending Mr. Eisenhow- | 


er’s request to Congress for 
$3,865,000,000 for foreign mili- 


tary and etonimic aid, Dulles | 


said that these programs al- 
lowed the United States to 
build its defense against Com- 
munist aggression more cheap- 
ly tkan if this country stood 
alone. 

Dulles said the United States 
since 1950 has provided about 
17 billion dollars in military aid 
to its addies. During the same 
period, he said, these allies 
have spent more than 100 bil- 
lion dollars for defense. 

“They have also provided 
manpower for the armed forces 
of the free world and they have

WASHINGTON, June 10. 


HE ADMINISTRATION is te casoves to the outcry against 
continued testing of atomic weapons by pointing to the 
report of the National Academy of Sciences issued'a year 
ago this week. The report emphasized that all radiation was 


potentially harmful to human 


beings, and that much more 


research was necessary for precise estimates of the problem. 


But it concluded: 

“Thus far, except for some 
tragic accidents affecting small 
numbers of people, the biolog- 


ical damage from peacetime ac- 
tivities (including the testing of 
atomic weapons) has been es- 
sentially ne ble.” 

President nhower said 
last week, and his leading ad- 
visers on atomic energy repeat- 
ed yesterday, that the National 
Academy's report was the “au- 
thoritative document” on the 
subject and that they had not 
been informed of any develop- 
ment in the last year that jus- 
tified any substantial modifica- 
tion in its findings. 

Report Defines Problem. 

The report defined the prob- 
lem'‘in these terms: 

“The inheritance mechanism 
is by far the most sensitive to 
radiation of any biological sys- 
tem. <Any radiation which 
reaches the reproductive cells 
causes mutations (changes in 
the material governing heredity) 
that are passed on to succeed- 
ing generations. . . 

“Everyone is subjected to the 
natural background radiation 
which causes an unavoidable 
quantity of so-called spontan- 
eous mutations. Anything that 
adds radiation to this radiation 
from naturally occurring back- 
ground rate causes further mu- 
tations, and is genetically harm- 
ful.” 

The report said that the aver- 
age exposure of a person's re- 
productive cells to radiation 
above the natural radiation 
should “be limited to 10 roent- 
gens from conception to the age 
of 30.” 

Current Dose of Radiation. 

A roentgen is a unit of radia- 


the 30-year dose of radiation for 
the average person today was 
as follows: 

“(1) Background Radiation: 

“This is the radiation which 
results from natural causes 
(cosmic rays, naturally occur- 
ring radium, etc.) not under our 
control. Each person receives 
on the average a total accumu- 
lated dose of about 4.3 roent- 
gens over a 30-year period. At 
high altitudes this dose is 
greater, because of the increase 
of cosmic rays. Thus this back- 
ground is as high as 5.5 in some 
places in the United States. 

“(2) Medica] X-rays: 

“According to present esti- 
mates, each person in the 
United States receives, on the 
average, a total accumulated 
dose to the gonads which is 
about 3 roentgens of X-radiation 
during a 30-year period. 
course, some persons get a good 
deal more. 

“(3) Fall-out from weapons 
testing: 

“The Atomic Energy Commis- 


The genetic damage done by 
radiation builds up as the radi- 
ation is received, and depends 
on the total accumulated gonad 
dose received by people from 
their own conceptions to the 
conception of their last child. 

“So far as individuals are 
concerned, not all mutant genes 
or combinations of mutant 
genes are equally harmful. A 
few may cause very serious 
handicaps, many others may 
produce much smaller harm, or 
even no apparent damage. 

“But from the point of view 
of the total and eventual dam- 
age to the entire population, 
every mutation causes roughly 
the same amount of harm. This 
is because mutant genes can 
only disappear when the in- 
heritance line in which they 
are carried dies out. In cases 
of severe and obvious damage 
this may happen in the first 
generation. In other cases it 
may require hundreds of gene- 
rations. 


“Thus for the general popu- 
lation, and in the long run, a 
little radiation to a lot of peo- 
ple is as harmful as a lot of 


total number of mutant genes 
can be the same in the two 
cases... 


Genetic Recommendati 

At the conclusion of its study, 
the genetics committee of the 
National Academy made these 
recommendations: 

Records should be kept for 
every individual, showing his 
total accumulated lifetime ex- 
posure to radiation. 

The medical use of X-rays 
should be reduced as much as 
is consistent with medical 
necessity. 


The average exposure of 
the population's reproductive 
cells to radiation above the 
natural background should be 
limited to 10 roentgens from 
conception to age 30. 

The 10-roentgen limit 
should be reconsidered pe- 
riodically with a view to keep 
ing the reproductive cell ex- 
posure at the lowest prac- 
ticable level. 

Individual persons should 
not receive a total accumu- 
lated dose to the reproductive 
cells of more than 50 roent- 
gens up to age 30, and not 
more than 50 roentgens up to 
age 40. (About half of all 
United States children are 
born to parents under 30, 
nine tenths to parents un- 
der 40.)

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Defending Idaho Power 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your reports regarding the cost 
of a flat charge-off of the cost of 
Idaho Power Co.'s dams on the 
Snake river if accurate indicate to 
me that Russel C. Rainwater of the 
Federal Power Commission has 
“loaded” his figures of cost. 


I quéstion how Mr. Rainwater ar- 
. Tived at a figure of $83,595,827 as 
cost to the Government of a $65,000,- 
000 write-off over a period of 50 
years, nor do I understand why com- 
pound interest should be charged. 


It would be interesting to see how 
_much the proposed Government dam 
on Snake river would cost based on 
the formula: Mr. Rainwater used for 
Idaho Power's write-off. Would he 
use compound interest to figure the 
. Snake river cost’ 

Utility rates are fixed by regulat- 
fing bodies of the various states. 
These rates are based on a fixed 
return on cost of properties, gen- 
erally 6 per cent. However, in set- 
ting rates, depreciated costs are used 
and no state commission would al- 
low Idaho Power to use the full cost 
over 50 years as a rate base. 


Even if Idaho Power could take 
the profit Rainwater estimates, the 
United States Government would get 
52 per cent of it, or $119,500,000. 

In addition, Idaho Power Co. 
property created by the dam proj- 
ect could be taxed by all taxing 
bodies within the state where the 
property is located. 

Had the United States Govern- 
ment built the dam, these taxing 
bodies could claim not even a thin 
dime in taxes. 

Furthermore, why should the 
United States Government figure a 
cost it does not have to incur? The 
Government should have a surplus 
each year for at least the next two 
years and perhaps for longer than 
that. If the Government wants to 
Capitalize the revenue it {is losing, 
let it capitalize its losses on TVA, 
Bonneville and other power projects. 


* No méntion is made of any sum 
gaved by consumers by fast write- 
“offs. . .Through interest savings 
i this could amount to $34,500,- 
000. A reduction in the rate base

Priority for the World 

The hearings on atomic fallout 
hazards did not answer all questions or dispel 
all fears, but they contributed heavily to re- 
sponsible public discussion of the question. 
Chairman Chet Holifield of the joint subcom- 
mittee is entitled to congratulations for the 
thorough and restrained way in which the héar- 
ings were conducted, 

One question left unanswered is the extent to 
which testing of nuclear weapons is necessary 
to the development of the new weapons systems 
upon which the nation more and more depends 
for security. 

Dr. Willard F. Libby of the Atomic Energy 
Commission made the strongest case yet in 
favor of continuing tests when he said that each 
new system of weapon delivery requires a new 
or modified warhead design and that such new 
designs must be tested, To cut off testing there- 
fore, he said, means cutting off the introduction 
of improved nuclear weapons systems—and that 
is a form of disarmament which cannot be under- 
taken unilaterally in the absence of a full safe- 
guarded disarmament treaty. 

7. . . 

What Dr. Libby did not make clear, however, 
is whether experimentation with new warhead 
designs absolutely requires experimentation with 
the largest super-hydrogen bombs. If it did, 
why would President Eisenhower indicate at 
his news conference that the United States may 
never again test a super-bomb of the type which 
causes the heaviest fallout hazard? 


Responsible advocates of a limitation on nu- 
clear testing have argued for a first-stage agree- 
ment to halt testing of only these largest super- 
weapons. It has been assumed that basic research 
in all nuclear fields would continue, and that 
testing of smaller weapons below a certain 
megaton range would also be permitted. Thus 
it might be possible to continue the kind of ex- 
perimentation Dr. Libby is talking about even 
though a first-stage ban on super-bomb testing 
were in effect. Much more informgtion is 
needed before the public can make a final judg- 
ment on this question. 

- . . 

Another unanswered question {s whether a 
“threshold” exists allowing a certain increase 
in radiation before any serious health or genetic 
effects take place. There is evidence on both 
sides. Dr. Walter Selove, chairman of the radia- 
tion hazards committee of the American Federa- 
tion of Scientists, made an impressive argument 
for the view that it is at least as reasonable to 
assume that there is no safe level of radiation 
as to assume that there is. The very fact that 
responsible scientists can disagree on the ques- 
tion supports him. 

Dr. Selove also pleaded effectively for a bal- 
anced assessment of the whole problem. As he 
said, some scientists emphasize the fact that 
nuclear testing adds only a small amount of 
radiation to that already in existence, while 


others emphasize the view that any increase | 


however small can have serious potential ef- 
fects. The committee Dr. Selove heads has con- 
cluded that both of these approaches are correct 
and that they must be taken together since either 
alone is misleading. 

No final judgment on the precise dangers of 
radiation is necessary to support the conclusion 
the average citizen draws from these hearings 
that reaching an international agreement under 
which weapons testing can be safely curtailed 
has become a matter of urgent priority for the 
world, Hopes for a significant beginning in 
this direction are centered on this week's dis- 
armament talks in London,

City Manager for Kirkwood 

Results of the recent bond issue election in 
Kirkwood may suggest to Kirkwood citizens that 
it is time for a change from the backward com- 
mission form of government with which they 
now are saddled.. Under the commission form, 
the mayor and councilman head up individual 
departments; in effect, they are administrators 
as well as policy makers. 

Preoccupation with administration may tend 
to blind them to the real needs of the commu- 
nity. This was the case with the fluoridation 
issue, which the Council passed to the voters 
without indorsement, although it originated and 
supported a host of ordinary proposals for street 
repairs, new lights and the like. 

Despite official indifference the fluoridation 
proposal obtained approval of 71 per cent of 
those voting on the issue—a clear indication 
the councilmen were out of touch with reality. 

This suggests that the Kirkwood Citizens’ 
Committee for Fluoridation might well tackle 
the larger question of the form of their local 
government. They could do worse than aim for 
a “home rule” charter featuring a council-mana- 
ger plan as in such progressive communities as 
University City, Webster Groves, Ferguson and 
Berkeley.

eign languages, But if the Government has been 
complacent, it is partly because the American 
people themselves have been slow to recognize 
the importance of language training. 

In 1946, the State Department did not have 
one officer who could read an Arabic news- 
paper. But in that same year language training 
was begun for diplonjats. Even today our en- 
voys to séverai major allied nations do not speak 
the languages of those countries, but several of 
them have taken private courses to try to rem- 
edy the situation. 

’ It may be said, in fact, that government agen- 
cies now afte doing somewhat better than the 
public educational system in language training. 
For example, the Army's language school alone 
had graduated 16,000 by mid-1955, and currently 
has some 2300 students. And that is more than 
are enrolled in modern foreign language courses 
in all the public high schools of Kansas or any 
one of eight other states. 

Some million or so Americans will apply for 
passports in 1960, or three times as many as in 
1950. The annual value of our foreign trade 
has grown from four billion dollars in 1914 to 
more than 42 billions today. More than a mil- 
lien American service men and women are sta- 
ioned in 900 foreign installations. But no statis- 
ties could show the growth of America’s role and 
stake in world affairs. .

plomacy. A shrinking world demands expand- 
ing Knowledge. And this is a lesson for the 
people of the United States and not just its ca- 
reer diplomats. 
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‘Three to Four Times Stronger’ 

Gen. Lauris Norstad has réassured the Amer- 
ican people that NATO now is an effective 
fighting force, capable of defending Western 
Europe and deterring war which it has done, 

The commander of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization forces flew back to Washington 
from Europe to testify before the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. Only parts of his 
testimony were made public, but these were 
reassuring indeed. 

“At some time, probably in 1953,” he said, 
“NATO crossed the threshold of hope and one 
by one the individual nations began to believe 
that the Soviet threat had been countered.” He 
pointed out that NATO territory has been 
guarded, and war avoided. 

Gen. Norstad gave a succinct resume of 
NATO's role when he said the object of deter- 
rent strategy is to prevent aggression and to 
prevent war. This requires potential retaliatory 
force, and as to that, the General said, “This 
force has the capability today of destroying 
whatever targets we must knock out.” 

So the NATO army has come a long way 
since its beginning six years ago. Organized 
first as a traditional force, capable of fighting 
traditional wars, it has been bolstered by 


American long-range air power and nuclear - 


weapons. Gen. Norstad says the army is “three 
to four times stronger” now. 

It is, of course, the mere existence of an 
Allied army in the path of possible aggression 
which is the first deterrent. But the competency 
of these forces is an additional deterrent to 
any thought of war. Hearing about that, the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee voted pres- 
idential authority to continue military assistance 
for two years instead of only one, For as Gen. 
Norstad has indicated, American support of 
NATO is well repaid.

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Polish Aid, Eight Months Late 


The United States has just signed a $48.- 
900,000 aid agreement with Poland and promised 
$46,100,000 more. This is a promise fulfilled 
eight months late, and it is half a fulfillment 
because Congress is still bickering about legisla- 
tion to provide the second part of the aid funds. 

Last October the National Security Council 
decided that some limited Polish aid was in the 
national interest, But the repeated delays, first 
in negotiations and now in congressional action, 
raise the question whether any advantage we 
expect to receive from the policy may not be 
dissipated by the tardiness and reluctance with 
which it is being put into effect. 

The House has been considering a Senate- 
approved bill to replenish foreign aid funds, to 
permit assistance to Poland. But the bill was 
blocked on a technicality by Congressman John 
J. Rooney of Brooklyn. He charged that Con- 
gress would have no authority over how the aid 
funds were spent, and aid might go “hog wild.” 

Mr. Rooney's objections are belated and un- 
convincing. Ald to Poland would not be a gift, 
but sale of farm surpluses for Polish currency. 
Congress approved this kind of aid three years 
ago and extended the program twice. It wisely 
surrendered any claim to pass on every specific 
use of the ald funds. In fact, the House itself 
rejected Mr. Rooney's main argumént by vot- 
ing 103 to 45 against requiring advance con- 
gressional approval of how the funds were used. 

The Polish mis_ion to Washington finally got 
an agreement afier Premier Gomulka told his 
people the offer of American aid had turned out 
to be an “illusion.” And the full aid program is 
not a sure thing yet. Is this really the way to: 
conduct an effective foreign policy?

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A Long Day’s Suing 

Why the long-drawn-out delay over bringing 
to trial the Dixon-Yates syndicate’s suit against 
the Government for $3,500,000 in damages? 

It has been two years since President Fisen- 
hower cancelled the Dixon-Yates contract he had 
himself ordered made. 

It is a year and a half since the syndicate— 
Mississippi Valley Generating Co.—sued. 

Yet the trial in the United States Court of 
Claims, originally set for about the present time, 
has now been deferred to Oct, 16. 

Dixon-Yates, already a heavy political liability 
to the Administration, will become an even 
heavier one if the lawsuit should go against the 
Government, If an adverse decision is accom- 
panied by any sizable award of damages, the 
economy-minded Administration will be placed 
in ah uncomfortable position indeed, for any 
amount it has to pay out will be money com- 
pletely wasted.

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Life on a Tip 

That 2,000,000 Americans live mainly on gra- 
tuities is am amazing fact. Yet the custom of 
tipping supplies four-fifths of the income of the 
average waiter, about half the income of taxi 
drivers and bartenders, and two-thirds of the 
income of doormen and captains—among many 
other kinds of occupations, Newsweek magazine 
reports. Moreover, says the publication, most 
of those who depend on these windfalls prefer 
the system to a fixed higher wage. 

Living on tips would seem a precarious busi- 
ness indeed to one who has never done it.

Eisenhower budget is 32 billions more than 1949 Truman budget 
of but expansion of domestic or welfare services is not the reason; 
one cause is 20 per cent inflation affecting cost of govern: 
ment; another is high price of H-bomb and modern defenses.

President Eisenhower's proposed 
budget for the 1968 fiscal year was re- 
cently compared with the 1949 budget 
under President Truman by The New 
York Times. 

The 1949 federal budget was $39.- 
500,000,000. The pro d budget for 
1958 is $71,800,000,000. That's a $32,- 
300,000,000 increase in 10 years. Why 
the increase? According to the Times's 
analysis: 

There has been an enormous increase 
in the real, physical military-atomic es- 
tablishment. This accounts for well 
over half of the total rise in spending. 

An inflation of about 20 per cent has 
made the Government pay more to do 
the same things. 

There has been a large increase in 
domestic non-defense spending, nearly 
six billion dollars, but without much 
increase in the services which the Gov- 
ernment provides the people. 

Here’s a breakdown of some budget 
items: 


1. Military Spending — For 1949, it 
was $11,500,000,000, For 1958, 38 billion 
dollars. Increase, 000,000. 

About 70 per cent of this gain in de- 
fense spending has come about because 
the Defense Department is buying 
more and more complicated equipment. 
About 30 per cent of the increase is 
due to price boosts. 


2. Atomic Energy — For 1949, $600,- 
000,000. For 1958, $2,300,000,000. In- 
crease, $1,700,000,000. 

The greatest part of this increase has 
come about because it takes huge sums 
of money to make the hydrogen bomb 
and to equip atomic forces. 


3. Foreign Aid, military and econem- 
ic—For 1949, $6,300,006,000. For 1958, 
$4,400,000,000. Decrease, $1,900,000,000. 

This item is lower than 10 
years ago, when the Plan was 
at its peak. Economic aid alone is down 
from $5,900,000,000 to $1,800,000,000. 


4. Veterans—For 1949, $6,700,000,000. 
For 1958, five billion dollars. Decrease, 
$1.700,000,000. 

This item is down because in 1949 


millions of vets were using the G.T. bill. 
But it’s due to go up, as more vets be- 
come eligible for pensions and as pen- 
sion benefits are raised. 


5. Welfare and Labor Department— 
For 1949, $1,600,000,000. For 1958, $3,- 
500,000,000, Increase, $1,900,000,000. 

This is the only domestic item in 
which the increase is due to significant 
expansion in services on benefits. The 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, set up under the Fisenhower 
Administration, is spending $2,100,000,- 
000 alone this year. The Labor Depart- 
ment, only $421,000,000. In terms of the 
total budget this expansion has been 
small, however. 


6. Agriculture—For 1949, $2,500,000,- 
000. For 1958, five billion dollars. In- 
crease, $2,500,000,000. 

Main reason for this increase, says 
the Times, is “simply that the farm 
programs are not working. Most farm- 
ers are putting their crops under Gov- 
ernment price support because they 
have no markets.” Output per acre has 
increased far faster than markets have 
expanded for the few crops involved. 


7. Natural Resources—For 1949, one 
billion dollars. For 1958, $1,500,000,- 
000. Increase, $500,000,000. 

This is a relatively small item, with 
the increase stemming from decisions 
to do more things in connection with 
the national forests, mining subsidies. 


8. General Government — For 1949, 
$1,100,000,000. For 1958, $1,500,000,000. 
Increase, $400,000,000. 

This gain was caused mostly by high- 
er Government pay—the greatest in- 
crease, incidentally, in the cost of run- 
ning Congress. About one third of the 
gain is attributed to inflation. 


9. Interest—For 1949, $5,400,000,0uv. 
For 1958, $7,400,000,000. Increase, two 
billion dollars. 

The tight money policies of the Eisen- 
hower Administration have forced in- 
terest rates up—including rates the 
Government pays in interest on the na- 
tional debt—and the national debt itself 
has risen, increasing the interest owed.

ALL ROME TREMBLED: THE STRANGE 
AFFAIR OF WILMA MONTESI, by 
Melton S. Davis. (Putnam, 346 pgs., $5.) 


Suppose the United States Secretary 
of State had a son charged with killing 
a girl and abandoning her partly 
clothed body on a Virginia beach. 
Imagine this son a leading jazz pianist, 
companion of a wealthy society play- 
boy who claimed a title to nobility. Sur- 
round them with a flock of party girls, 
a beautiful movie star, and stories of 
dope addiction and naked orgies. Mix 
liberally with top polities, the FBI, and 
a flourishing black market. 

Put all these ingredients together 
and you would begin to approach the 
scandalous proportions of the death of 
Wilma Montesi in Italy in April of 1953. 
Only a few days ago Gianpiero Pic- 
cioni and 10 others were acquitted in a 
trial growing out of the slaying. The 
court refused to rule that Wilma Mon- 
tesi died an accidental death, thus leav- 
ing the door open for possible future 
prosecutions. Piccioni’s father, former 
Foreign Minister and Vice Premier of 
Italy when the crime was committed, 
had to resign those posts and repre- 
sents his Govern- 
ment today as its 
chief delegate to 
the United Nations. 

This celebrated 
case, which shook 
the Italian political 
world with its rev- 
elation of corrup- 
tion and venality, 
changed the face 
of its government 
and precipitated a 
political crisis.

of Italian life and catalytic impact of 
the case upon them. Through his pages 
the reader comes to a closer under- 
standing of this old, old country which 
is seeking a modern resurrection. The 
folly of its seduction by Mussolini, the 
seesaw between Vatican and Commu- 
nism, the tug-of-war between corporate 
industry and agrarian village existence, 
these forces and many more come un- 
der the focal eye of the author's search- 
ing examination.

The ‘White Primary.’ 


It is primarily a bill to guar- 
antee and protect for Negroes 
in the South the simple right 
to vote. a basic right which 
more and more Negroes exer- 
cised: in many parts of the 
South in the decade since the 
Supreme Court wiped out one 
of the last barricades—the so- 
called “white primary.” That 
was a device to prevent Negroes 
from voting in primary elec- 
tions, which still are the decid- 
ing elections in most southern 
states. 


There has, however, been a 
relapse in this forward move- 
ment of the right of franchise 
in the last three years as a re- 
sult of the supreme court’s pub- 
lic school integration decision. 
Resentments aroused by that 
decree have reacted in num- 
erous ways, including threats 
and pressures, to keep Negroes 
from the ballot box in some sec- 
tions. 


This is a natural reflex action, 
but it has deeper implications. 
The ballot can be a powerful in- 


strument in the hands of Negro | 


citizens, as it is in the hands 


as antagonistic to their best in- 
terests and welfare. 


What Bill Attempts.

In the face of indications that 
civil rights legislation has a bet- 
ter chance now than in years, 
Southerners in Congress are 
fighting a bitter rear-guard ac- 
tion. 

We see it in their delaying 
tactics to hold the bill off the 
floor as long as possible. We 
see it in plans to try to load 
the measure down with amend- 
ments that would make it gen- 
erally unacceptable or with 
amendments that would weaken 
it so that it would accomplish 
little. 

In the latter category, and 
the most dangerous threat, is 
the amendment to. be offered 
in the House that would re- 
quire trial by jury of persons 
who, under the measure, were 
enjoined by a federa! judge be- 
cause of acts or intentions de- 
signed to deprive Negroes of 
the ballot. 


Recent Alabama Case. 


This proposal, which the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee has 
embodied in its bill, has a 
persuasive ring. But not only 
is the injunctive process recog- 
nized now for such purposes 
as specified in this bill, but 
trial by Southern juries could, 
in such cases, become a sham. 

Fresh in mind is the jury 
acquittal in Montgomery, Ala., 
last week of two white men 
charged with bombing Negro 
homes.

AMMAN, June 10 (AP)—The 
Jordan government today ex- 
pelled two Egyptian diplomats 
on security charges. They left 
by plane for Cairo. 

A government announcement 
said Foreign Minister Samir 
Rifai asked the Egyptian em-

ties in Amman.” 

The announcement said the 
recall of Mohammed Abdul 
Aziz, consul general ih the Jor- 
dan sector of Jerusalem, was 
demanded for “reasons con- 


ei nected with security.” 


Rifai earlier told a news con- 
ference Egypt had been asked 
to replace its representative on 
the joint Egyptian-Syrian-Jor- 
danian military command for 
“misbehavior.” Rifai did not 
go into details. 

Later an official source said 
Jordan has recalled its ambassa- 
dor in Cairo, Abdul Monem 
Rifai. He is due home tomor- 
row, the source added. 

Charges by Egypt. 

The Jordanian announcement 
was made several hours after 
Egypt’s Middle East News Agen- 
cy published a dispatch in Cairo 
charging that the Jordanian 
government fabricated a plot” 
aimed at involving the military 
attache Hilal in “planning a con- 
spiracy against the Jordanian 
government anc King Hussein. 

The Egyptian dispatch, from 
Beirut, Lebanon, claimed Hilal 
had been approached by an 
emissary—who was not identi- 
fied—from the Jordanian army 
chief of staff, Maj. Gen. Habes 
Majali. The report said Hilal ar- 
rested the emissary, obtained a 
written confession “that Majali 
sent him to involve Hilal in an 
alleged conspiracy against Jor- 
dan and the monarchy,” and 
handed him over to the Jor- 
danian authorities. 

The Jordanian announcement 
told a different story. 

It said Hilal “personally con- 
tacted a certain Jordanian citi- 
zen and tried to induce him 
with all sorts of material and 
moral promises to undertake 
criminal acts aiming at assas- 
sinating certain official per- 
sonalities in Amman. He also 
promised to provide him with 
the necessary weapons to carry 
out the crime.”

urchasing the necessary 

foods to stock a bride's 

kitchen is a real problem, 
since it involves quite an out- 
lay of money. It also is im- 
portant to have all of tne basic 
staples on hand to avoid a 
minor crisis in preparing the 
first few meals after a couple 
returns from the honeymoon. 
Many a bride has been reduced 
to tears when she discovered 
that her plans for that first 
dinner at hcme, which she 
wanted to be so perfect, went 
awry because some necessary 
ingredient for her plece de re-

Of course it isn’t possible to 
work out a complete list of 
items that is guaranteed to 
avoid such catastrophes. Re- 
quirements will vary with per- 
sonal tastes, storage facilities, 
and refrigerator and freezer 
space. 


However, the list below will 
serve as a check. It must be 
supplemented with canned and 
frozen foods (depending upon 
preference and storage space), 
and meats. One important thing 
to remember is that it is far 
better to under-stock than to 
over-stock. If the necessities 
are on hand, the extras can be 
added at a later date. Also, 
seldom-used items may go to 
waste if bought in quantities 
too large to be utilized in a 
reasonable length of time.

While other savants have unsuccessfully puzzled 
over tomb inscriptions, busting their brains against the 
enigma of the unknown characters, I have taken an- 
other tack; and I believe I am getting somewhere.

The materials used are colored chalks, red pigments # 
reminiscent of lipstick, and even graphite such as is i 
found in sur modern pencils.

As declarer wants to keep 
East from getting in to lead a 
diamond, he ducks the club 
queen and takes the club con- 
tinuation with the ace. He 
leads the eight of hearts to 
dummy’s ace and leads the nine 
of spades for a finesse, losing 
to West's king. He takes the 
trump return with the ten and 
leads the spade jack to the 
queen, drawing trumps. 

Next, declarer successfully fi- 
nesses the heart jack, cashes 
the king and continues the 
heart deuce to dummy’s five- 
spot.

The 
author, an authority on dar- 
ing escapes, commanded 
H.M.S. Amethyst during its 
dash te freedom in 1949 un- 
der the noses of the Chinese 
Reds.

Y 1942, the race was hotly 
B on—who would arrive at the 
atomic bomb first, the Allies 
or Hitler? 
The whole war, the entire fu- 
ture of the world was at stake. 


From the turn of the century, 
when radioactivity became 
kaown to scientists, the physi- 
cists of France, England, Ger- 
many, Italy, Denmark and the 
United States had been in close 
communication. Nearly all knew 
each other personally. Devel- 
opments in their work were 
freely exchanged. In the outer 
spaces of atomic theory, nation- 
al boundaries scarcely existed. 
Then Hitler erected the walls. 


The battle for the brains was 
intense. Hitler, himself, made 
the momentous discovery that 
a live Jew sometimes can be 
more valuable than a dead one. 
He tried to convince Lise Meit- 
ner that the Nuernberg laws 
did not apply to the head of 
the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute. 
But by 1938, Fraulein Meitner 
had fled to the momentary 
sanctuary of the Physical In- 
stitute in Copenhagen and her 


old friend, Professor Niels 
Henrik David Bohr. 
Oscar Goudsmit, now head 


of Brookhaven Laboratories, 
was spirited into Europe by the 
0.8.8. to keep America in- 
formed as to Nazi progress on 
the bomb. 

Meanwhile, in Los Alamos, 
N.M., a group of leading scien- 
tists was secretly collecting. 
The key figure was missing, 
however. The man who they 
were sure could crack the atom 
was an involuntary prisoner in 
Occupied Denmark. 


Niels Bohr would have to be 
stolen from under Nazi noses. 
The plans were made and 
radioed to the Danish under- 
ground, One night, Bohr slipped 
quietly from his home. A pass- 
ing German patrol might have 
mistaken him for a late-night 
carouser. Clutched to his chest 
was a beer bottle. Fortunately, 
he met no one. 

In a secluded cove, a pneu- 
matic raft was waiting. The 
Danes are men of the sea. 
Their oars made no sound as 
they dipped with short strokes 
into the water, carrying the 
raft to an English submarine 
audaciously waiting just a mile 
off shore. 


Despite the sea swell, the tall 
Dane climbed nimbly up a metal 
ladder to the conning tower with 
the agility of a seasoned soccer 
player, for in Denmark Niels 
Bohr, the great nuelear physi- 
cist, is still remembered as a 
great wing man. 


Undersea, the submarine made 
its way to Scotland where it de- 
barked its prize escapee, From 
there, Bohr was sped by plane 
to London. In London, he hur- 
ried to British atomic scientists 
with the precious beer bottle he 
had taken from the refrigerator 
the night of his escape. 


This was going to be a great 
reunion. Like every good Dane, 
Bohr had kept his refrigerator 
well stocked with beer. Even to

the Gestapo making an unan- 
nounced visit, it would not have 
seemed abnormal, One bottle, 
inocuous as the others, had con- 
tained “heavy water”’—the en- 
tire supply in all Denmark of 
this all-important liquid for 
atomic research. 


In the dingy London institute, 
there was a feeling of New 
Year's eve elation as the prec- 
ious bottle was opened. But 
from it rose the tantalizing, un- 
mistakable odor of beer. In the 
excitement of departure, Bohr 
had taken the wrong bottle! 

Sie @ 
ADIO signals were again 
R flashed to the Danish under- 
ground. “Make a raid on 
Bohr’s refrigerator. Make sure 
you get the bottle with the 
‘heavy water.’” 

A few days later, a Danish 
plumber “repairing” a water 
pipe in the kitchen helped him- 
self to a beer—and slipped 
another in his coat “for the 
road.” A few days later the 
bottle arrived in England. 


Bohr flew unheralded to the 
United States, now with the 
right bottle, and was whisked 
to Manhattan Project at Los 
Alamos. His problem was pre- 
cise: what energy must be in- 
troduced in order to split the 
central core of the atom? 


A scientific law was required 
that could predict the breaking 
point. Bohr established that 
law which is still regarded as 
“top secret.” 

When he left the Ynited 
States in May 1945, after his 
vital work for the Allies, the pa- 
pers carried only two lines 
about his return to native Den- 
mark.
